REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. With reference to the statement on allowability made in the Ex Parte Quayle 
action mailed 12/16/08, within the context of the inventions as recited in independent 
claimsl , 1 4, 27, 40 and 46, the phosphor as otherwise claimed, specifically comprising 
either the phosphor composition Sr 0 .95Bao.o25Euo.o25)2Si0 4 or the phosphor composition 
(Sr 0 .58Cao.36Euo.o6)2Si0 4 (with disclosure as preferred compositions) (see page 8, line 32 
- page 9, line 1, page 9, 1. 5-20, with reference to Figure 5 and 6a, b; page 13, 1. 8-11) 
has not been found nor is said phosphor obvious over the prior art. In this regard it is 
noted that the two phosphor compositions are disclosed to excel in UV absorption and 
luminosity and color point (page 12, 1.39-42 and page 1 3, 1. 5-1 1 ). Given that the 
number of possible phosphors within the family (Sr,Ba,Eu)Si0 4 or the family 
Sr,Ca,Eu)SiC>4 within the stated precision of the stoichiometric parameters, i.e., two 
significant numbers, is 10,000, neither of the aforementioned two phosphor 
compositions within their respective 10,000 possibilities would have been obvious to try.
